ficial duties of the office to some 
lieutenant." .

years of diligent and conscientious 
police service as a qualification for 
the office. I will greatly appreciate 
suppórt and votes of those who 
have the.power and authority to 
elect the chief—the citizens of 
Pahokee."

PENSACOLA —- A recent addi- 
tion to the collection of Civil War 
relics in the T. T. Wentworth, Jr: 
Museum of Pensacola is a Confed- 
erate torpedo found on a sunken 
ship in the Gulf of Mexico at the 
entrance to Pensacola Bay by C. F. 
Crooke, Jr. The relic was present- 
ed to the museum by Mr. Crooke. 

The torpedo, in the water for 100 
lyears, is probably the only one of 
|its type in existence. It was one 
| of many used bythe Confederates 
| against the shipping of Union 
forces. 

The Wentworth Museum is open 
every Saturday and Sunday .in 
Pensacola and is free to the public.

Another successful sugar ' cane 
grinding season is fast coming to 
an end here on the shores of Lake 
Okeechobee in western Palm 
Beach county and eastern Hendry 
county. Despite the fact. that 
freeze damage in many parts of 
this cane producing area was the 
worst since 1941, the growers have 
had a successful season and will 
finish the season well in.the black. 

The Bryant mill of the U. S. 
Sugar Corporation closed down 
last week as.did the huge mill at 
| Clewiston operated by the same 
concern. Over in Glades county 
the Moore Haven Sugar House is 
quiet this week following a ‘good 
season. 
| Present plans call for Osceola 
Farms Mill east of Canal Point to 
kfinish its grinding season on Sat- 
urday night of this week. The 
Glades Sugar House of the Sugar 
Cane Growers Cooperative will not 
finish grinding for several days. 
Tentative plans call for completion 
on April 9, 10, or 11th. No official 
day has been set by the concern. 
Okeelanta has completed its grind- 
ing for the season: 

Sugar cane production and its 
promised profits seem to have lur- 
ed many. a muck farmer over from 
growing vegetables to the produc- 
tion of sugar cane. Back two. or 
three years ago when the sugar 
boom was at its highest and land 
leased for as high as $100 per acre, 
everything seemed rosy. Then 
came the dawn. The facts of life 
about the sugar deal brought many

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Residents of Palm Beach County 
were reminded today that ten 
years ago, on April 12, 1955, the 
Salk vaccine was declared. "safe, 
effcctive and potent." 

Dr. V. D. Stone, Chairman of 
the Medical Advisory Committee, 
said “We can give thanks not only 
for the safety nowadays of our 
families, friends and neighbors, 
but also that polio has virtually 
disappeared everywhere else in 
the United States." 

Dr. Stone pointed out “that last 
year in Palm Beach County there 
were no cases of polio. Ten years 
ago, however, polio cases in the 
county totaled 23 and in the State 
of Florida there were 466 cases." 

H added “that with the start of 
mass vaccination nationally under 
March.of Dimes auspices in 1955, 
the incidence of polio began to turn 
downward, slowly at first and 
then with increasing momentum 
as more children received the Salk 
vaccine. From a 1950-54 average 
of 38,727 cases per year, the an- 
nual leyel of cases followed a 
downward, trend to only 1,312 in 
1961, of which 988 were reported 
las paralytic. This represented a 
| drop of 97 percent and marked 
the end of epidemic polio in the 
United States." 

"In the decade since 1955," he 
said, "the number of cases of 
polio in this country has dropped 
more than 99 percent. As a result, 
during 1964 only 121 cases of polio 
were reported, a rate of less than 
one per million population.”
